its towering and defiant position 
above the Dead Sea’s abyss, the 
Hanging Place. 
In John’s lifetime, 
from

peak on the eastern rampart of 
the Dead Sea—only 25 miles from 
Jerusalem. The towers disappear­ 
ed centuries ago, but today from 
the Mount of Olives one can mark 
the peak rising as conspicuously 
as ever.

I had to take a motorcar thru 
Jerico, across 
the 
Jordan, 
and 
deep into Trans-Jordania;

Herod, 
having 
been 
carried 
down the m ountain side on a liter, 
often came to cook himself, 
no 
doubt in 
my very cave— and re­ 
tu rn ed refreshed for m ore b a n ­ 
queting on his teak-top. 
T hree hours 
of 
climbing, 
of 
slipping and sliding, of zigzagging 
up the cliff 
face, 
brought 
my 
guard and myself to our goal. 
T here is nothing one can do, or 
say, on first reaching the Hanging 
Place, except stand and stare and 
m arvel. The entire m ap 
of 
the 
Holy land is stretched out before 
one— the tow ers of Jerusalem on 
the ridge-top across the abyss— 
the w inding Jordan R iver to the 
north, and the Sea of Galilee— and 
the great sea 4,000 
feet 
below 
paved in blue of such an intense 
shade that no self-respecting a r­ 
tist would dare try to reproduce 
it for fear of being gaudy—the in­ 
tense blue of the Dead Sea. 
Only 
the 
fortress, 
with 
Its 
m ighty walls and towers, stood on 
this spot. The Palace itself was 
on a neighboring ridge, seperated 
from the fortress by a small v a l­ 
ley. 
Judging from the ruins,, 
this 
palace m ust have been 
a 
vase 
structure of innum erable 
rooms 
and courts and halls, all of hew n 
stone. About it a stone city grew 
up. over a mile across. In this 
city lived the population that su p ­ 
ported the court, and the g arri­ 
son of 
soldiers—all 
imprisoned 
together with their king, high up 
on this awesom e spire of naked 
rock. 
I found the stones of the palace 
so tum bled together that it 
was 
hard to distinguish 
one 
a p a rt­ 
m ent from another. But I did find 
one hall of especially large di­ 
mensions w ith two of

still standing, and

Herod 
and his m inisters

dined on that tragic night— and 
w here Salom e danced. 
The beheading of John the B ap­ 
tist did not come about because of 
a m om entary whim on the part of 
Herodias. The fuel for this final 
outburst had been gathering for 
months. In fact we m ust go back 
a little and review the previous 
scenes in order to com prehend the 
final act in that dram a.

H erod’s father, Herod the Great, 
had been one of the m ost violent 
men in history. He did not hesi­ 
tate to m urder anyone and every­ 
one who threatened his power. His 
wives, his sons, his brothers, fell 
before his m u rd er mania. He had 
all 
the 
babies 
of 
B ethlehem 
slaughtered because of the 
pro­ 
phecy that one of them would be­ 
come king in his stead. 
On 
his 
deathbed he heard that the crown 
prince, his oldest surviving son, 
was already giving him self king­ 
ly airs. So Herod 
ordered 
him 
killed too— one day before his own 
death. 
None of the three 
sons 
who 
m anaged to save their lives were 
much im provem ent on their m ani­ 
acal father. Herod Antipas, 
in­ 
heriting Galilee and 
T ra n s-Jo r- 
ania, m arried the daughter of the 
King of Petra, 
the 
neighboring 
state to the south. His half-bro­ 
ther, 
Philip, 
living 
mostly 
in 
Rome, 
m arried 
Herodias, 
the 
daughter of another one 
of 
his 
half-brothers. 
Herod, on a visit to Rome, fell 
in love with Herodias, his 
own 
half-niece as well as P hilip’s. And 
Herodias loved Herod. The 
fact 
that both w ere m arried already 
was easily waved side. Herodias 
left Philip in the lurch, took their 
daughter, Salome, and ran off to 
Galilee with Herod. 
H erod’s wife, fearing assassina­ 
tion, m anaged to escape south to 
Petra. 
From Galilee, Herod 
brought 
his half-niece-w ife, and his hall- 
niece-stepdaughter 
(they 
w ere 
both the daughters of his 
half- 
brother) to his citadel on M oab’s 
most terrible summ it. 
But no sooner w ere they estab­ 
lished there than two deadly ene­ 
mies began to harass them. One 
was the king 
of 
P etra, 
whose 
daughter Herod had cast 
aside. 
The other was Jo h n the Baptist. 
John had mobs of peasants fol­ 
lowing at his heels. 
His 
great 
hold on the masses w as easy to 
understand. H e kept telling them 
that the New Day, the New K ing­ 
dom, was at hand— no m ore He- 
rods, no m ore Romans, no more 
soldiers, no m ore taxes— a return 
to the simple life of prayer and 
fasting. 
Herod had small patience with 
this agitator. He was annoyed and 
disturbed by the political foment 
John was causing by this p ro m ­ 
ise of a new kingdom of which 
Herod was most certainly not 10 
be the king. Herod knew that if 
there was any trouble or uprising 
in his 
country. 
Rom an 
troops 
would be sent to “help” him, and 
once they w ere there h e ’d never 
get rid of them. It would be the 
end of w hat little independence 
he had left. 
So it is not surprising that He­ 
rod snatched John from the midst 
of his worshipful followers and 
cast him into a dungeon in the 
citadel of M achaerus.

The history of Missouri presents 
few more 
prosperous 
business 
careers than that of Edward J. 
Gay, who died on May 30, 1889, 
■ forty-six years ago this week. As 
a merchant in this state and as a 
! sugar planter in Louisiana he at­ 
tained the highest plane of com- 
i mercial success. He possessed in 
remarkable 
degree, 
originality, 
enterprise, and integrity as a trad­ 
er, and foresight, courage, and pa­ 
tience as an 
investor. 
Although 
his business and investment ca- 
! reer covered a half century that 
snciuded 
three 
major 
national 
panics and depressions and four 
years of Civil War, he intuitively 
loresaw 
the 
turn 
of 
national 
events and perfected his adjust­ 
ments >o far in advance 
of 
all 
j crises that he was able to control 
his personal circumstances. 
His 
business success came as a direct 
resultant of his unusual 
ability, 
which has few parallels in our 
commercial history. 
Edward J. Gay was born at Li­ 
berty, Va., February 3, 1816, His 
prents moved to western Illinois 
in 1820, and four years later set­ 
tled in St. Louis. Gay 
attended 
Augusta 
College 
in 
Kentucky, 
where he graduated in 1834. 
At the age of 18, he entered his 
father’s prosperous grocery busi­ 
ness in St. Louis. Theree years la­ 
ter, in 1937, young Gay decided 
in spite of the warning of experi­ 
enced merchants, to engage in the 
I direct importation of 
coffee 
in 
large quantities. He was the first 
j to realize that coffee had come 
! into general use in the Mississippi 
valley; that St. Louis was id< ,tl 
i for an inland 
wholesale 
coffee 
house; and that the failure of oth- 
: ers to exploit 
these 
conditions 
j was his great opportunity. 
The venture was from the first 
i a pronounced success, 
and 
the 
: young merchant’s fortune was as­ 
sured. The new established busi- 


j ness soon became the leading one 
| of the Mississippi valley, and the 
i name “Gay” became a synonym 
j of honorable dealing. 
| 
In 1840, Gay married Miss La- 
; vina Hynes of Nashville, 
Ton- 
, nessee, whose father owned large 
| plantation interests in Louisiana. 
Fifteen years later, after having 
! bought lands in the 
South, 
he 
■took over 
the 
ownership 
and 
I management of his expansive pro­ 


perty, and in ’56 went to live in 
Louisiana. 
Making his home on one of his 
plantations, he settled down to the j 
alluring life of a sugar planter.' 
His possessions embraced some of 
the best sugar properties in 
the 
most fertile portions of the state. 
His love of the 
combination 
of 
agriculture 
and 
manufacturing 
found on a sugar plantation in­ 
creased his zeal for his business, 
and he soon became 
known 
as 
one of Louisiana’s wealthiest men 
He was the first president of the 
I Louisiana Sugar 
Exchange; 
h e: 
was foremost in all matters 
af-1 
fecting the welfare of the agri-; 
cultural community; and he was; 
closely identified with the 
pro-! 
gress and enterprise of the great 
southern city, New Orleans. 
When the Civil War opened, he 
opposed secession but finding op­ 
position useless he sided with the 
people of the South, and his son 
served in the Confederate army. 
During the war he increased his 
property holdings in and around 
St. Louis. 
In 
1884, 
Mr. 
Gay, 
although 
averse to doing so, entered poli­ 
tical life as a U. S. representative 
from Louisiana. In Congress he 
was able and conscientious. Al­ 
though 
one 
of 
the 
wealthiest 
members of that body, 
he 
was 
quiet and unassuming. 
Senator 
Cockrell in his estimate of Gay’s 
public services said “he made all 
his personal affairs and interests 
however important and exacting, 
subservent to his official 
public 
duties, and never 
attempted 
to 
use his official position for 
the 
enhancement of his private inter­ 
ests.” He was twice 
re-elected. 
Nearly three months after his sec­ 
ond term closed, he died at his 
home in Iberville Parish, Louisi­ 
ana, and was buriel in Bellefon- 


t a i n e cemetery in St. Louis. 
Gay s large investments in busi­ 
ness real estate in St. Louis and 
his confidence in the future val­ 
ues of property there were borne 
out by the rapid growth and ris­ 
ing prosperity of Missouri’s me­ 
tropolis. He was prominently in­ 
strumental in 
the 
buildings 
of 
Eads bridge at St. Louis in 1874. 
and of the Merchant’s Exchange 
Building in 1859. In 1882 he erect­ 
ed the pioneer office building of 
St. Louis. 
At the 
time 
of 
his 
death, although a 
non-resident, 
he was one of the largest 
tax­ 
payers of the city.

Herod's father, Herod the Great, 
had been one of the most violent 
men in history. He did not hesi­ 
tate to murder anyone and every­ 
one who threatened his power. Hi 
wives, his sons, his brothers, fell 
before his murder mania. He had 
all 
the 
babies 
of 
Bethlehem 
slaughtered because of the 
pro­ 
phecy that one of them would be­ 
come king in his stead. 
On 
his 
deathbed he heard that the crown 
prince, his oldest surviving son, 
was already giving himself king­ 
ly airs. So Herod

killed too— one day before his own 
death. 
None of the three 
sons

King of Petra,

Philip, 
living 
mostly 
in 
Rome, 
married 
Herodias, 
the 
daughter of another one 
of 
his 
half-brothers. 
Herod, on a visit to Rome, fell 
in love with Herodias, his 
owr. 
half-niece as well as Philip's. And 
Herodias loved Herod. The 
fact 
that both were married already 
was easily waved side. Herodias 
left Philip in the lurch, took their 
daughter, Salome and ran off to 
Galilee with Herod. 
Herod’s wife, fearing assassina­ 
tion, managed to escape south to 
Petra. 
From Galilee, Herod 
brought 
his half-niece-wife, and his halt- 
niece-stepdaughter 
(they 
were 
both the daughters of his 
half- 
brother) to his citadel on Moab’s 
most terrible summit. 
But no sooner were they estab­ 
lished there than two deadly ene­ 
mies began to harass them. One 
was the king 
of 
Petra, 
whose 
daughter Herod had cast 
aside. 
The other was John the Baptist. 
John had mobs of peasants fol­ 
lowing at his heels.
